Ruelene 25E pour- 
on can be applied simply by pour¬ 
ing the required mixture over the 
backs of infested cattle. No elabor¬ 
ate chutes are required and no 
high pressure sprayer is needed. 

Ruelene 25E is mixed with water 
in the proportion of three parts 
of water to one part of Ruelene. 
This mixture is applied to infested 
livestock at the rate of one pint 
of mixture to each 100 pounds of 
body weight of the animal to be 
treated. It will cost about 37 cents 
to treat a 600-pound animal. 

Ruelene 25E controls warble 
grubs and lice. The recommended 
time of treatment is October and 
November before the grubs migrate 
into the animal's body. Ruelene 
25E, of course, can be used also 
in high pressure sprayers where 
this equipment is available. 

Co-Ral is another very popular 
warble control which has been 
used widely in Western Canada in 
recent years. Co-Ral is used only
